LUKEMAN NAMED 


‘AS NEW SCULPTOR 


FORBIG MEMORIAL 


Membecs of Committee New Yorker, Native of 


Believe Sculptor Will 
Utilize All Possible 
Work Done to Date. 


Augustus Lukeman,. newly-elected 
successor to Gutzon Borglum as 
sculptor of the memorial to the Con- 
federacy on Stone mountain, will iz- 
nore ail designs of his predecessor, 
and will create a new and original 
plan for the great project. 

Information that the design of 
Borglum would be scrapped and that 
the head which he carved out of the 
ruck would be eliminated was brought 
to Atlanta Thursday night by Asso- 


ciated Press dispatches in the shape 


of a statement by Mr. Lukeman. 

This was taken to refer to the giant 
head of Robert FE. Lee, which was 
completed by Mr. Borglum many 
months ago and unveiled with an im- 
pressive .ceremony in the presence of 
several southern governors and an im- 
mense throng of spectators. If the 
head of Lee is eliminated, it is also 
con**dered probable that the head of 
Jackson—now partially completed— 
and the work dene on Lee’s figure and 
horse also will be ignored by the new 
sculptor. 

Question Accuracy. 

Atlanta Officiuls of the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial Thursday 
night questioned the accuracy of the 
statement attributed to Mr. Lukeman. 

Three members of the committee 
in charge of selecting the new sculp- 
tor were callel up and while they 
made it plain that they were not in 
position to vontradict the assertion 
that Lee's head would be eliminated, 
their understanding from conversa- 
tien with Mr. Lukeman was that he 
intended to utilize all possible work 
done to date in completing the me- 
morial according to his own ideas, 
One member added that Mr. Lukemah 
had made the statement that a few 
minor changes in the head of Lee and 
in other work so far accomplished 
might be necessary, but that the new 
sculptor had never hinted that he in- 
tended to eliminate the work that now 
stands on the side of the mountain. 

Mr. Lukeman, New York dispatches 
stated, intends to make a change in 
the central group, but he will con- 
tinue the idea of the hall of fame at 
the base of the mountain.

Augustus Lukeman, New -York 
sculptor, who was born in Richmond, 
‘Lhursday was engaged as the sculp- 
‘or of the Stone Mountain Confed- 
erate Memorial to succeed Gutzon 
Rorglum, whose contract with the as- 
syciation was cancelled February 25. 

Mr. Borglum, who is in Raleigh, 
N. (C., working on new models for 
the Stone Mountain memorial, stated 
thet he was “delighted” with the ac- 
tion of the association. ‘‘Their act 
nuw brings to the south the final re- 
sponsibilty and her own duty,” he is 
yroted in Associated Press despatches 
as saying. “She, and she alone, must 
now decide whether the memorial is 
te be an honor or a dishonor.” 

The executive committee of the as: 
sciation met Thursday morning and 
ratified a contract whose terms pre- 
viously had been worked out in con- 
f« renees ith Mr. Lukeman. The 
of Wilrectors met immediately 
the executive committee session 
and approved its action. 

Named by Subcommittee. 

Mr. Lukeman was selected by a 
subcommittee appointed for the pur- 
pose of selecting and recommending 
a new sculptor on the same day the 
contract was canceled with Mr. LBorg- 
lum. On the subcommittee’ were 
Colonel W. L. Peel, Robert F. Mad- 
dox, Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, Bolling 
H. Jones and G. F. Willis. 

In a statement concerning Mr. 
Lukeman and his standing and 
qualifications, issued by the execu:ive 
committee, it was stated that “he was 
selected from a large number of 
sculptors of first rank, whose services 
could be secured; that bis reeccom- 
mendétions and credentials were sat- 
isfactory in evi ty way: that his

Caillaux To Be Minister 

of Finance, With Free 
Hand; Briand Will Be 
Foreign Minister. ° 


Paris, April 17.—Paul Painleve haz 
formed his cabinet, which. will include 
Aristide Briand and Joseph Caillaux. 

Painleve has taken the premiership 
and the ministry of war in the ney 
cabinet. Aristide Briand will. become 
foreign minister; Caillaux, minister of 
finance; and Charles Chaumet, minis- 
ter of commerce. 

Louis Loucheur, to whom Puinleve 
had offered the post of minister of 
commerce, has refused to join the 
cabinet. He was replaced by M. 
Chaumet. 

New Cabinet Members. 

The new cabinet, as officially an- 
nounced, is as follows: 

Premier and minister of war, Paul 
Painleve, 

Foreign affairs, Aristide Briand. 

Finahce, Joseph Caillaux, 

Justice and vice president of the cab- 
inet, Jules Steeg; public instruction, 
Anatole de Monzie; interior, Senator 
A. Cehrameck; commerce, Charles 
Chaumet; marine, Emile Borel; colo- 
nies, Andrew Hesse; agriculture, Jean 
Durand; public works, Pierre Laval; 
labor, Antoine Durafour; devastated 
regions, Pierre Deyris; pensions, Louis 
Anteriou. 

Outlines His Policies. 

“Tt have conferred with Director 
Robineau, of the Bank of France, and 
with the directors of the chief credit 
establishments,” Caillaux told report- 
ers. ‘They detailed to me the general 
economic situation. My program con- 
sists of budgetary economies and dem- 
ocratic fiscal projects.” 

Replying to a question regarding 
what he had learned from the bank- 
ers, Caillaux replied: 

“IT never take financial advice from 
financiers.” 

The intra-cabinet storm Thursday 
beat about Caillawx, but with the com- 
ing of nightfall, the objections to 
Caillaux bv his prospective fellow 
ministers bud been dropped.

Number of Dead Not Yet 
Ascertained — Govern- 
mental Ministers, Who 
Were Present, Unhurt. 


FOLLOWS ATTACK 
UPON KING BORIS 


Campaign of Terror Be- 
lieved To Precede At- 
tempt To Overthrow 
Monarchy.

Sofia, Bulgaria, April 16.—Many 
persons were killed and injured to- 
day by the explosion of an infernal 
machipe in the cathedral during the 
funeral services for General Georg- 
hieff, who was murdered Tuesday. 

The cathedral in which the serv- 
sces were being held was the Sveti 
Kral (the Saint Kinj). The ex plo- 
sion of the bomb killed several per- 
sons and wounded many others, but 
the governmental ministers who were 
present were unharmed. 

Follows Attack on Boris. 

An attempt was made Tuesday to 
assassinate King Boris, of Bulgaria, 
as he was motoring near Sofia and 
the king narrowly escaped death. 
That night General Georghieff was 
assassinated in the streets of the 
capital. These attacks were the cul- 
mination of a long series of disturb- 
ances which have distressed the coun- 
try and developed into a national 
crisis. 

; Georghieff was one of the leaders 
in. the 1923--revolutfion,’ which over- 
threw the Stamboulisky government. 
The plot was carried out by reserve 
officers who were assisted by the ae- 
five army. Stamboulisky, who had 
headed an agrarian ministry, fled 
from Sofia after his overthrow on 
June 9, 1923, but was captured by a 
few days liter by troops and was shot 
and killed: when a@ party of peasants 
attempted to rescue him.

This morning the 
(lead body of a man known under the 
name of Manouleff was found in the 
street at the exact spot where Mileff 
fell. Pinned to the body was. the 
statement that the organization had 
slain Manouleff as he was Mileff's 
murderer. 

There was also a facsimile letter 
purporting to have been written hy 
Manouleff. confessing that he had 
killed Professor Mileff and giving de- 
tails of the act.

[HIGH TENSION, TERRIFIC DRIVE HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Yearly Due To ‘Americanitis’ 


Chicago, April 16.—“Americanitis” 
is causing 240,000 preventable deaths 
yearly in this country, Dr. William 
S. Sadler, nationally known physi- 
cian, asserted today in condemning 
“the high tension and terrific drive 
of our daily life.” ; 

The statement was made in a re- 
sort of the Gorgas Memoria] insti- 
tute, which claimed confirmation for 
the first time of “the hitherto only 
suspected fact” that more Americans 
are dying from heart disease, Bright's 
disease, apoplexy and high blood pres- 
sure between the ages of 40 and 50 
vears than any other white people. 

“Americanitis” is the name Dr. 
Nadler applied to the whole group of 
conditions which he believes respon- 
sible for “needless loss of life.” 

‘The hurry, bustle and incessant 
drive ef the American temperament 
is responsible for this peculiar and 
characteristic American mortality in- 
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neriod between 40 and 50 years” re- 
ported Dr. Sadler, whose conglusions 
are based on more than 20 years’ 
study of the death rate among men 
end women subjected to high pressure 
living. 

“This distinctly American phe- 
vemenon can be remedied only by 
ccacbing the public that heart dis- 
e.se, Bright’s disease, apoplexy and 
high blowd pressure can be checked, 
and at least 60 per cent of the 400.- 
v00 such deaths prevented by proper 
medical advice in the early stages 
when these diseases are practically 
vyymptoniless.

Tite state’s revenue from gasoline 
taxes was approximately $150.000 
less during the first quarter of 1925 
than it was for the last quarter of 
1924, representing a decrease in the 
Georgia sales of gasoline for the 
three-months’ period of about 5.- 
000,000 gallons. The figures on gas- 
oline tax receipts for the quarter were 
made publie Thursday by D. B. Har- 
rison, chief clerk in the comptroller 
general's office. The only opinion 
Mr. Harrison advanced to account for 
this sharp drop was that the high 
price of gasoline in this state was 
probably causing the public to econo- 
mize and buy as little of the fuel oil 
as possible. 

It has been customary in the past 
for the first quarter’s receipts to show 
a slight falling off from the last quar- 
ter of the preceding year, but the dif- 
ference has been hardly noticeable, 
both quarters being classed as cold 
periods of the year when automobiles 
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give them real, hon 
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are less used than in the second anc 
third quarters. : < 

The price of gasoline at filling sta- 
tions during the greater part of the 
third quarter of 1924 was 21 cents, 
while for the greater portion of the 
new year the price has been 27 cents. 
Mr. Harrison said that dealers had 
told him that the falling off was due 
to the high price, as people are either 
leaving their cars at home or buying 
merely for their immediate needs. hop- 
ing for an early reduction in price. 

The state receives a tax of three 
cents on each gallon of gasoline sold.

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EDUCATION. MEET 


Macon, April 16.—More than 600 
county school superintendents and 
school officials heard addresses this 
morning at Mercer university deliy- 
ered by James A. Hollomon, Atlanta; 
Dr. Charles McMurray, of Peabody 
college; Dr. Rufus W. Weaver, 
president of Mercer. 

Mr. Hollomon advocated the ex- 
change of the dual system in Geor- 
gia for the schvol merger 
which would unite city and county 
schools under one management. 


He proposed a platform of four 
planks for which he said he would 
go before the legislature next June. 
if the educators would back him. und 
fight for with all the force at his 
command. 

The items which he _ set forth 
would bring Georgia’s educational 
system out of the rut it now is claim- 
ed to be in, were as follows: 

i Exchange of the dual system in 
Georgia counties for the merger sys- 
tem, which would unite county and 
city schools all under one -manage- 
ment. 

2. Standardization of the school 
terms, which he said now tended to 
produce the caste system among chil- 
dren. 

3. Establishment of an equaliza- 
tion fund, the purpose of which 
would be to aid needy schools over 
the state. 

4. The raising of funds through a 
specific state school bond issue for 
the erection of better plants when 
county officials will agree to mateh 


‘such gifts dollar for dollar. 


“Let’s go before the legislature in 
June and demand that it give every 
boy and girl in our state an equal cp- 
portunity. to get an education,” he 
said. ‘‘T believe. in mandates, not 
in local option. I believe every coun- 
ty ought to be forced to do away with 
the dual system and establish che 
merger system of schools.” 

Dr. M! Murray spoke on training 
of teachers. He declared that a good 
teacher paid $30 per month to do a 
good Job was the highest form of pub- 
si¢ economy. 

Dr. Weaver ceclared that about 
4.000 new teachers were needed in the 
State every year, as many of the 
young men and women now teaching 
had no intention of making a profes- 
sion. The present plan of certifica- 
tion will clevate the profession, Dr. 
Weaver declared, and will reduce the 
number of ‘“‘trousseau teachers.” he 
said,

Washington, April 16.—Foreign se- 
curities were publicly offered and soid 
in the United States during the first 
quarter of 1925 to a total value of 
$279,000,000 as compared with a total 
vaule of $238,000,000 during the same 
;eriod of 1924. The commerce depart- | 
ment which compiled the report today, 
noted that $238,000,000 of the total 
of foreign investment issues solid rep- 
resented new loans as distinguished 
from refunding issues, while. during 
the same quarter last year $142,000.- 
000 of the securitjes floated represent- 
ed refunding operations. 

European borrowers, either govern- 
ment or corporation, obtained $139.- 
000.000 out of the first quarter total 
of this vear, while Latin-American 
countries got $56,000,000. . Canadian 
leans amounted to $67,000,000. 

The total of credits extended pri- 
vately during the period is not ac- 
curately known, but several large 
items listed in this category included 
2. banking advance of $40,000,000 to 
the Danish government, $5,000,000 
lent to a German department store 
chain, and $15,000,000 to a Canadian 
umber corporation. 

While only about one-ninth of the 
loans during the first three months 
year went to corporate enter- 
prises, the balance going to govern- 
ments, this vear the private borrow- 
ers got $95,000,000, or one-third of 
the total. and the governments got 
$184,000,000.

THE LAWLESS IN LAWS 

The young wife who summons her 
mother to her aid in every crisis or 
emergency is not without some 
shadow of warranty, though I cer- 
tainly sympathize with the young 
husband who marries the whole fam- 
ily like that.

“My family as well as myself 
are lavish in the use of towels, 
wash cloths and the like, and I 
also believe that the babv’s dia- 
pers should not be just dried and 
used over again without washing. 
Here the in laws claim I must 
have a kind of mania for work: 
thev declare that I should restrict 
each member of mv family to one 
towel and one washcloth a week, 
and wash only that much. 

‘Are my in laws right when 
they sav that the wearing of rub- 
her-soled gym shoes all day on 
gymnasium day in school will 
cause sore eves? 

“MRS. ; 

Of course the in laws are absolutely 
wrong on all three counts. They are 
always wrong. of course. But where 
is little Bunny while all this is going 
on—the little rabbit who essayed the 
role of friend husband, the 
youth who promised something about 
clinging to his wife and pitching ev- 
erybody else to a warmer climate # 
need be? Even if a husband hasn't 
enough tenderness toward his wife to 
prompt him to protect her from the 
lawless in laws, he should at least 
have enough gumption and _ self-re- 
spect to resent that sort of interfer- 
ence in his heme life. 

There is a wavy to be the best of 
friends with the in laws—if they are 
not hopelessly ignorant or narrow—- 
and vet make them understand quite 
clearly that they’re gonna get the gate 
in a hurry the moment they attempt 
to overstep the boundary of friend- 
ship. Sometimes the best medicine 
one can administer to an in law who 
is careless about that is banishment 
from the household.

The Philippine Islands are common- 
ly regarded as a small group of 
islands lying somewhere in the Pacific 
Whose defense occasionaHy presents 
itself as a military problem to pester 
cur army and navy authorities. Every 
once in a while a congressional com- 
mittee brings up the question and the 
general impression gathered from 
these hearings is that the Philippines 
are altogether too troublesome a na- 
tional appendage to bother with: It 
is high time that the true geographic, 
economic and strategic importance of 
this American possession were better 
undersood by the public at large. 

Whether or not the Philippines are 
important strategically depends upon 
one’s attitude as regards our national 
obligations toward the Filipino peo- 
ple. If one believes that we have no 
continuing obligations toward those 
people and that we ought to comply 
immediately with the demansd of their 
leaders for complete political inde- 
pendence, then’ the Islands have no 
strategic value, either commercial or 
military. Once we cut our political 
ties with the Philippines it will be no 
concern of ours how they develop 


their foreign commerce or how suc- 
cessful they may be in maintaining 
their territorial integrity. Those’ who 
believe, however, in the indefinite re- 
tention of the islands, out of a sense 
of solicitude and responsibility for the 
reople, maintain fhat the Archipelago 
is well situated  srrategically, both 
from a military and a commercial] 
standpoint. 


A glance at the map of the far 
east will reveal the Philippines as oc- 
cupying almost the geographical cen- 
ter of that region. They form an 
important link in the insular chain 
that separates China and the conti- 
nent of Asia from the Pacific ocean. 
The Philippines constitute one of the 
longest and most important links in 
this chain. Acquisition of this link 
by any foreign power otherwise in- 
terested in the far east would mean 
the securing of a very great advant- 
age, as it is tMeally situated for a 


base of trading activities and could! 


also serve as a buse for naval opera- 
tions. At any rate, it controls the 
door to central China from the Pa- 
cifie side, 

Then it is worth while remembering 
that the islands are much larger in 
area than most persons are aware of. 
North and south the group measures 
1,152 miles, east and west*682 miles. 
Their total land area is 115,026 
square miles, or about the same as 
that of Italy. They are larger than 
the New England states and New 
York taken together. 

Practically all tropical products are 
grown there. Sugar is the principal 
product, followed by Manila hemp, 
rice, coconut oil, copra and tobacco. 
Gold, copper, coal, fron and other 
minerals abound. Thousands of 
square miles of fine hardwood forests 
are found. : 

Philippine foreign trade for 1924 
amounted to $243,872,000, of which 
about 65 per cent was with the 
United States. 

It should be plain that no one 
would be justified in referring to the 
islands as “small fry,’ as has at

My work consists of hardening steel 
by treating it in a pot of cyanide at 
a heat of 1,500 and qgenching it in 
oil or water. I inhale the fumes of 
the cyanide both in heating and 
quenching. Will this harm me? (W. 
. wes 
. Answer—I am not sure what you 
mean by cyanide. If it is cyanogen, 
inhalation of the fumes is harmful, 
even fatal in concentration. Small 
quantities produce nausea, headache, 
vertigo or dizziness, and if you are 
exposed every day for a considerable 
period perhaps gastritis, albuminuria 
and serious disturbances of the heart. 
Wherever such work must be done, 
there should be special ventilation 
equipment, blowers or exhaust ducts 
to carry. away the fumes. 

Ride a Bike. 

Ts it healthful and safe for girls 9 
to 14 years of age to ride the bicycle? 
Before giving my sisters such appar- 
ently beneficial -articles for fun and 
exercise I want ‘to be assured no 
harmful result is likely. (S. L. E.) 

Answer—Go on and get the bikes.

Is the metric system use] very ex- 
tensively in the United States? 

The metric system is used for meas- 
urements in practicaliy all scientific 
work.

Washington, April 16.—The right 
of the government to tax the $424,000 
of life insurance left by Henry C., 
Frick, Pittsburg iron and steel maz- 
nate, to his widow and daughter, was 
argued today in the supreme court. 
The government, holding that this 
insurance is taxable as part of the 
Frick estate, is seeking to compel the 
executors to include the amount in

The lower court 
held that the law under which the 
fax was proposed was unconstitution- 
al because by specifically adding iife 
Insurance proceedings to net estates, 
it provided a direct tax. 

If that decision is upheld by the su- 
preme court, Mrs. Frick and_ her 
daughter will not be required to pay 
any tax whatever upon the money

icies, it having been established by a 
long line of frecedents that proceeds 
from life insurance policies as such
